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REMARKS 

Entry of this Amendment in accordance with the provisions of 37 CFR § 1 .312 
is respectfully requested. 

The present Amendment is submitted to correct an informality regarding 
antecedent basis noted in further review of the claims of the application following 
receipt of the Notice of Allowance. In particular, is has now been realized that the 
phrase "said transition metal is Ti" does not have proper antecedent basis either in 
the parent claim 3 or in a preceding portion of claim 5. With regard to this, it is noted 
that claim 5 previously depended on claim 4, which did, in fact, provide proper 
antecedent basis for a transition metal. 

In order to correct this inadvertent error, the present Amendment proposes to 
change the phrase "said transition metal is Ti" to "said ferroelectric capacitor further 
having a buffer layer comprised of Ti." This provides proper antecedent basis for the 
layer formed of Ti. With regard to this, it is noted that support for this corrected claim 
language can be found in the specification on page 13, line 19. More specifically, 
this portion of the specification states "The buffer layer 15 is a Ti layer," referring to 
the layer 1 5 shown under the bottom electrode 26 of Fig. 1 . 

Accordingly, entry of this Amendment for purposes of correcting the 
antecedent basis error discussed above is respectfully requested. It is noted that 
this amendment does not broaden the claim language (particularly noting that claim 
5 is a dependent claim) and, as such, should not require further search and/or 
substantial further consideration on the part of the Examiner. It is also noted that this 
amendment is necessary to avoid future questions concerning proper antecedent 
basis. Applicants and the undersigned attorney apologize for the late submission of 
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this request, noting that the need for this amendment was not realized until after 
receipt of the Notice of Allowance.
